National and the refusal of 
the Boston Clearing House associa- 
tion to aid the latter bank are under- 
etood in be the Immediate causes of the 
failure, but it Is said in banking cir- 
cles that the Central National never 
fully ar-covered from the blow it re- 
ceived twenty years ago, when, with 
the Pacific bank which failed at that 
time,' it was involved In the collapse 
of the Lebanon Springs railroad. 


'The Central bank, then about nine 


years old, lost $235,000 and an assess- 
ment of about l^to per cent. Tvas made 
upon the stockholders and no divi- 
dends- ivere °pald for thirteen years. 


It Is claimed also that the bank 


carried a heavy 
amount of 
excess 


loans while a large proportion of Its 
assets is of such a nature as to make 
reallzai Ion very Blow. 


"While not one of the leading finan 


cial tti!-t.itutlons of the city, the bank 
•was rated as doing a good commer 
clal biuineg-B. It was organized in 
1873 *:th a capital ot $500,000. Oti 
H. Luht> Is president and J. Adam 
Brown cashier. The failure of th 
bank n r-s a surprise to many, as it wa 
nnderE'i-od that liquidation was pro 
ceertinsly favorably.

In the Washroom. 


Upon reaching the washing room the 


celery is immediately placed upon a 
rack consisting of wooden slats over a 
large trough and subjected to a spray 
of cold water to cool it and to remove 
the soil. After washing It is allowed 
to drain; then it Is tied in bunches of 
twelve or more plants each, according 
to the size. The bunches are packed 
six in a box for first grade and eight 
or nine for second or third grade. 
These boxes should be practically air- 
tight, and a lining of paper should be 
placed In them before packing the cel- 
ery, or each bunch should be wrapped 
separately. The celery should be near- 
ly dry before It is placed in the boxes 
and throughout the entire handling 
fbust be kept as cool as possible. Thc 
•trashhouse and its surroundings should 
be kept clean and free from any de- 
composing materials. 


Shipping In tne Rough. 


Several of the larger eastern growers 


now follow the plan of shipping in 
the rough. By this method only about 
two-thirds as many bunches can be 
placed In a car. but the expense of 
loading Is greatly reduced. The celery 
is lifted from the field, a few of the out- 
er leaves are pulled off and the root Is 
trimmed roughly, after which the plants 
are tied in bunches of twelve to four- 
teen each by means of common binder 
twine. These bunches are loaded upon 
a low wagon aud hurried to the car 
before the celery has had time to be- 
come wilted.—W. R. Seattle.

Good Old Fashioned Wnr» of Making 


Tnaty Meat*. 


It is none too early to be acquiring 


any information that may be useful in 
"hog killing", time. The following: di- 
rections are therefore reproduced from 
the Farm Journal, which believes them 
to be "the best rules for pork:" 


Hams and shoulders should be cured 


ns soon as possible after the meat Is 
cold all through. Place them on a 
board or table in the cellar, skin side 
down. Make a mixture in this propor- 
tion: For every hundred pounds of meat 
take four pounds of the best fine salt. 
twoxounces of powdered saltpeter and 
four ounces of brown sugar. Hub this 
well into the haius all over and push 
some into the hock end around the 
bone. 
Rub until they will take ro 


more; let them lie on the board and In 
n week rub in the rest. Let them lie 
for about sixteen flays altogether; then 
hang them up by a string through the 
bock in a cool, dark smokehouse. 


Keep up a good smoke from hickory 


chips smothered with sawdust during ' 
the day for two or three clays. Keep j 
In a cool place and before spring exam- 
ine to see that no insects have depos- 
ited eggs. Dust a little cayenne pep- j 
per around the bone, wrap closely in ' 
brown paper, then with coarse niusliu 
to fit the ham exactly and stitch tight- - 
ly. Give a coat of whitewash or of 
chrome yellow and hung In a cool, | 
dark, dry place. 


Curlmr In Pickle. 


For curing them In pickle, which 


some prefer, though we do not, to a 
gallon of water take a pound and a 
half of salt, half a pound of sugar and 
half an ounce each of saltpeter and 
potash. In this ratio the pickle can be 
Increased to enough to cover any 
amount of pork. Boil together until 
nil dirt rises to the top and Is ski mined 
off. When cold, pour it over the hams 
or pork, which may be pickled In this 
way.

by It and should not be put down for 
at least two days after killing, during 
which time it should be slightly sprln- 


! klcd with sail peter, which removes all 


the surface blood, leaving thc meat 
fresh and clean.

The 
first is to place the lamp

square on the alternating 
system, 


which, is the same current that sup- 
plies the lights in the stores. The 
store lamps can remain lighted all 
night. The second solution is to place 
a Welsbach gas lamp with, four burn- 
ers on the platform on the town hall 
and the police can light 
it 
after 


twelve. Of course a lantern could be 
placed on the fountain but something 
should surely be done.

Himmerman again replied in a distinct 
tone "Guilty." Not willing to leave a 
chance for a misunderstanding

There was do 
doubt of this and as he seemed to 
comprehend the meaning of the word 
he had used, the plea was accepted. 
Himmerman was then escorted back 
to the detention room and District 
Attorney Stevens and Judge Bond held 
a consultation. At the close of the 
conference the district attorney left 
the court and Himmerman was tak 
en to jail.

Cave In Mexico. 


Herwi'osillo, MeN&D, Nov. 14.—A re- 


omarkable story of the discovery of 
hidden Aztec treasures has just been 
reported to the government authori- 
ties at Tepia by Rev. Pablo Martlno, 
•parish priest of Yesca. 


leather Martmo makes a statement 


which is concurred in by several relia- 
ble witnesses, that a party of Ameri- 
cans, headed by an archaeologist ex- 
pert, who gave the name of Hoverick, 
arrived at Yesca several weeks ago 
and went from that place to the moun- 
tains, accompanied by three Mexican 
guides. 


The archaeologist obtained his bear- 


ings by means of a chart which he 
claimed to have copied from1 an Aztec 
table in the national museum in the 
City of Mexico. He located a vast 
cavern in the mountain, near Yesca. 


Immense stone images stood about 


this chamber. In one end was a hand- 
some altar, above which burned a 
bright flamo, supplied by natural gas 
from a crevice In the wall. 


In a chamber adjoining this main 


temple was. found a great store of 
ornaments and utonsils, belonging to 
the Aztecs or some prehistoric race. 
Twelve burros were required to trans- 
port the articles taken from the cave 
to San Blaz. where they were shipped 
to San Francisco, accompanlfljl by 
the Americans.

from Mexico without tho oonso.nt of 
the government, an Investigation Is In 
progress.

CORN AXD HOG CHOLERA. 


It would be worth millions of dollars 


to the hog raisers of the country to 
really know beyond any reasonable 
doubt whether high priced corn is in 
any way associated with immunity 
from hog cholera; whether corn as a 
hog food, nnd often almost the sole 
food, Is responsible for tbe disease. It 
has now happened twice within our 
recollection that in years when corti 
has gone to 00 cents nnd over the coun- 
try has been almost free from hog dis- 
ease, and we also recall thnt when corn 
has been very cheap, 15 cents a bushel, 
the hogs have died by the million. 
There is enough of coincidence in these 
matters to justify investigation, espe- 
dally when 3t is considered that we 
well know that corn is a very poorly 
balanced ration. While pork can prob- 
ably be made more cheaply on com 
than on any other product, It by no 
menns fol'.ows that it i^ the best food 
for the pig. 
We nre more nnd more 


convinced that if we would raise our 
pigs upon other foods largely—oats, 
clover, rye, bnrley, pens—and simply 
finish them off with corn, a great step 
forward would have been taken in 
averting the cholera. 


A PROBLEM FOR INVESTORS. 


The attention of the people at Inrge 


has been very sharply drawn to the 
question of a fuel supply ns a result of 
the lute strike among the hard coal 
miners. Not only has the price of hard 
oal been greatly advanced, but the 
wices of both soft coal nnd wood hnve 
advanced also. As a result the atten- 
tion of the country hns been diverted to 
other possible fuel supplies. It has al- 
ways heemed to us that there was one 
bource of supply which might be made 
available which has never been util- 
ized, nnd that la the mechanical conver- 
sion of the surplus straw and corn- 
stalks of the farms into n blocked fuel. 
Surely some practical machine could be 
Invented which would shreJ and com- 
aress this material Into suitable block 
form for use as fuel, and this, too, at a 
ow price. All through the north and 
ivost there ore millions of tons of coru- 
stalks and flax, wheat and ont straw 
wasted each year, enough on nearly ev- 
ery farm to furnish nu ample fuel pup- 
ply for the farm home. Here is n prob- 
lem well worth the. attention of our 
most Ingenious inventors.

less telegraph station, designed for tbe 
purpose of l5a^l$i::t: messages across the 
broad Atlantic, has been erected by 
Signer Marconi. It is not so long ago 
that the famous Italian inventor was 
satisfied to conduct bis experiments in 
a humble way, but now that he has 
demonstrated the utility of bis new- 
method of communication he has at

Marconi's new station has 
somej 


unique features, notably four steel tow- 
ers rising to a height of 215 feet above 
the surface of the headland. 
These 


are constructed of bridge steel, each 
tower consisting of four columns con- 
nected by latticework of metal and 
further strengthened by ropes of wire 
anchored to the ground. The towers 
are so placed as to form the corners of 
a square, the sides of which are 210 
feet long, every tower being connected 
with its Jieighbor by a horizontal bridge 
ot" wire. From this runs the electrical 
equipment upon which so much de- 
pends. 


Fifty copper cables reach from each 


connecting wire to the operating house, 
erected in the center of the hollow 
square formed by the towers. Every 
cable is composed of seven strands an 
eighth of an inch in diameter, tightly 
twisted together. 
Seen from a short 


distance, these cables look to be single 
wires, but in reality there are 330 
wires on a side, or 1,400 wires in all. 
The object of using many fine strands 
instead ot" a few large rods is possibly 
to secure a larger amount of surface 
for a given amount of copper. 
The 


solitary "vertical wire" of the original 
Marconi experiments is thus found to 
•>e enormously multiplied, the effect be- 
ing to develop longer Herz waves. More 
satisfactory results should consequent- 
ly be obtained by the wireless expert. 


As the fifty cables of each of the four 


groups go downward they converge a 
little toward the center of the four 
sided structure. The lower ends, there- 
fore, are arranged along the sides of a 
.square much smaller than that formed 
by their supports at the top. All ter- 
minate, of course, in the operating 
house. This is a long. low. narrow 
structure, guarded niglit and day by 
watchmen whose especial business it 
is to keep inquisitive visitors from pry- 
ing into Marconi's secrets. In addition 
to steam engines and dynamos, the 
building contains a 'quantity of other 
apparatus, the secret of which is known 
only to Marconi and a few of the di- 
rectors of his company. 
The engines 


represent lir> horsepower and are con- 
nected to what is known as nu alter- 
nating current machine which will 
produce the electric spark necessary 
to agitate the other in the air and pro- 
duce the conditions favorable for trans- 
mitting messages. 


As his receiving instrument it is ex- 


pected that Marconi will continue for 
the present to use his now famous co- 
herer, although it is known that he has 
invented as a substitute for it a mag- 
netic dcteclcr which is paid to be more 
satisfactory in some respects. 
"When 


lie doMros to make sure that the mes- 
sages sent by his system are not in- 
tercepted or otherwise interfered with, 
he will doubtless make use of the tun- 
ing system, the rights to which he pur- 
chased last stpring from the inventor, 
Profuhhor M. 1. I'upin of Now York. 


There are other novel points in the 


electrical equipment of this expensive 
wireless telegraphy station. In place 
of the old fashioned induction coil 
transformers will bo used. 


As a matter of fact. the station here 


is almost a duplicate of that built 
sonio time ago at C'npe fort, though it 
contains many improvements which 
hnvo been devised 
Ity the inventor 


since the Cape Cod station was erected. 
The station at Voldhu, in rornwnll, 
has also boon modeled on lines similar 
to the two structures in this coun- 
try.

New York, Nov. H.— How good the 


men are to us: Who could fret or wor- 
ry over a vote wheu we think that 
lialf, if not two-thirds, of the iaen in 
the world pass their whole lives get- 
ting up something new or extra nice 
for us. We have a long list of things 
not only with new names, but with 
new faces— that i» to say, there are 
poplins that are not poplins, but are 
called crispi&es because they are just 
that. 
They are hi appearance like 


the dear and rich Irish poplins of 
old, and yet they differ essentially in 
that these are even richer than the old 
and the lineu thread under the silk 
one has been replaced by a shrunken 
-wool cord, so that even if the stuff gets 
wet it will not shrivel or shrink. And 
the linen thread used to cut the silk 
one. So you can see how much better 
this is. And by'some clever twist of 
thread there is a waving design in 
this material, making it more beauti- 
ful than before. 


I have also seen the new designs 


which will be used to develop the 
spring goods. They are dreams. Dark 
ones for the samples were all black. 
but most elegant they are. 
There are 


hundreds of mohairs, plain and fancy, 
dotted, striped and inwoven so that 
there are several weaves of these goods 
which are now counted as among the 
standards, like broadcloths and the 
cheviots. 


There is a grenadine called lute- 


string, which has the strength of iron.
